of District Attorney Brucks, the court 
ordered the body exhumed and an ex­ 
amination of the head made for bullet 
wounds. 
The physicians making the 
examination reported to the court that 
no wounds were found on the skull. 
As the whole case hinged on the re­ 
port or the physicians the case was 
submitted to the jury without argu­ 
ment bv either the attorneys for the 
defense or the state. 
A verdict of ac­ 
quittal was promptly rendered. 
The court certainly made a record in 
the disposition of this case. 
The hom­ 
icide was committed on the morning 
of April 17th; in the afternoon of the 
same day the grand jury returned an 
indictment charging murder; on S at­ 
urday, April 18th, defendant was re­ 
leased on bond following habeas corpus 
proceedings; the case was called for 
trial on April 28th, and on the 29th, or! 
just twelve days from the commission 
of the offense, a verdict of acquittal 
was rendered bv the iury and the case 
was out of the court. 
The usual complaint of “ the law’s 
delays” certainly does not apply in this 
case. 
It is probable if the trial of 
ail cases that And their way into the 
court were disposed of with equal ex" 
pedition the result would be greater 
respect for the courts.

Hailstorm al Eagle Pats. 
Eagle Pass. as other places, enjoyed 
the blessings of a fine spring. N ature 
and the hands of the people had made 
the town and vicinity look beautiful. 
The recent rains all over the state did 
not benefit Eagle Pass for a hailstorm 
brought deatruction to the vegetation. 
In a private letter from there Mrs* 
Theo. Kahlan writes April 10th: 
“ Tuesday evening between 6 and 
6:30 p. rn. high wind, fierce lightning 
and 8 minutes of hail made such a ter­ 
rible noise that it sounded like the roar 
of cannon must sound. 
Every window 
pane in E rnest's room is completely 
smashed out and some of the others 
are broken too. 
The hail stones here 
were as large as hen’s eggs and when 
hailing first started it sounded like 
some one throwing bricks at the back 
door, 
In 8 minutes it lay two inches 
thick on the ground and was piled up 
three inches against the wall on the 
porch. The front porch was completely 
covered too. 
Last night we had no 
telephone and no light. 
The city was 
dark. 
There was much damage done 
down in town as you will see from the 
paper clipping. 
It rained in torrents. 
It was very cold last night. 
Our corn 
and other small plants are broken into 
shreada. 
People say Eagle Pass has 
never witnessed anything of the kind 
before 
It was dreadful. 
Our boy 
screamed when he saw all the windows 
falling in. and the terrible noise alm ost 
made me faint. 
The trees are half 
bare.” 
The E P. Daily Guide says: “ Within 
half an hour I 63 inch of rain fell in 
Eagle Pass Tuesday morning between 
2:30 and 3 o’clock, and on Tuesday 
evening 1.15 inch of rain fell again in 
half an hour. 
The hailstorm Tuesday 
night did $50,000 damage, the glass 
damage alone in Eagle Pass is estim­ 
ated to be twenty thousand dollars. 
“ Horses were knocked down, men 
were toppled over, goats weie killed. 
“ At Camp Eagle Pass every tar 
paper roof was turned into a sieve by 
the hail and the buildings were flooded. 
“ Consul W. P. Blocker sought new 
quarters for his family when the rain 
was pouring through the roof, in which 
the hail had beaten holes. 
“ The farmers of Maverick county 
'are probably the greatest losers. Crops 
are a total loss.

Bv Dk F. H. King. 
From Irrigation arui Drainage 
No amount nr kind of tillage can 
dispense with water; that must 
be 
had. either from rain or snow, or be 
supplied bv irrigation 
With water 
enough in the soil to make a crop, 
good tillage will bring the m >st out of 
it; but when the rainfall has 
really 
been deficient, nothing short of irriga­ 
tion con ‘make th" crop. — Pige 121.

In those parts of the world where 
winter precipitation is not large, so 
as to over-saturate the soil, an I so as 
to cause the running together of soils

Let it he n m 'inhered th .t it is the 
eirly stirring of tile sn!, rather than 
the early planting of the feed, which 
is the aii-irnp >rtant point to be insist­ 
ed upon. 
N ithmg is gained by put­ 
ting seed in a soil which is too cold; 
hut several lays may often be saved 
in bringing the sail to the right tem ­ 
perature bv stirring a sufficient depth 
of it for the seed-bed. and getting rid 
of the surplus water which it contains 
by cutting it loose from the wet soil 
below, and at the same time concen­ 
trating the heat from the sun in this 
stirred layer, because loosening it has 
made it a poor conductor to the un­ 
stirred cold so ii below it. 
Even when ground is not 
to be 
planted until q lite late, as in the case 
of corn and potatoes, it is a far better 
practice to plow as early as other 
labor will permit, than to leave it u n ­ 
stirred until near the planting tim e, 
because 
the 
early fitting 
develops 
plant-food and gets it in readiness fo r 
the crop; because it saves moisture; 
because it prevents clods from form ­ 
ing, and insures a more perfect tilth, 
and because it allows one and some­ 
times two crops of weeds to be killed 
before the planting. 
This last advan­ 
tage is a very important one, becau se I 
weeds can be killed much more cheap - ! 
ly and effectively when there is noth- I 
ing on the ground in the way, and be - I 
cause it is a very wasteful practice to 1 
permit weeds to start in a field, to use 
up both the moisture and the plant - 
food which will be needed by the crop. 
It is much better to plant late, and 
take time enough to have everything 
in the best possible condition, than to 
rush the seed in early and expect to 
do the fitting 
and weed-killing a fte r­ 
ward. 
The importance of observing 
the 
practice here pointed out 
increases 
more and more as we pass from the 
more humid climates to 
the 
semi- 
humid ones. 
Be it remem bered that 
it is important not simply from 
the 
soil-moisture side, but from-the plant- 
food side as well; for plant-food can­ 
not be developed in the soil without j 
the right conditions of moisture, 
tem-1 
perature and air. all of which are ae- | 
cured by early, thorough and frequent j 
tillage before the seed 
is 
in 
the j 
ground. —Pages 150 and 151.

The best depth of tillage will vary 
with the season. 
Early in the season 
it should almost invariably be deep, 
not less than 2 to 3 inches, but rarely 
should it be deeper than this.

A fine rain

A caret iii inquiry of a numoer of 
leading hankers in the Mississippi val­ 
ley, including such states us Iowa, 11II- 
noin. Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis­ 
souri, reveals tin* fact that In nearly 
every ea'«* the hankers did not hesi­ 
tate to say that they would lend all tile 
way from 5 to IVO per cent, more on 
land where fa nu buildings were well 
p a in e d and kept in good condition. 
They mainfuin that well kept-up and 
well painted buildings and fences are 
an indication of thrift and that the 
thrifty farmer Is u good client, and to 
him money can be safely loaned. 
An 
average of the returns from these 
bankers shows that the Increased loan 
value because of painted building* is 
nrimnd 22 per cent. 
Som e of these bankers make Inter­ 
esting comment. 
A Michigan concern 
says that, while not especially pre­ 
pared to ad vise definitely in response 
to tins inquiry, the officers would loan 
more m oney on farm s where buildings 
were [minted than where I hey were 
not so treated. 
This bank also finds 
that where houses, barns and fences 
are well taken care of the farm is a 
profitable proposition, nnd bankers In 
general consider the farm er a good 
client. 
Another Michigan hank says 
“farm 
buildings out of repair and 
needing paint indicate that the owner 
Is slow pay.** Such farm* are rated at 
about one-third of tile assessed value 
for inane 
Where the farm buildings 
are In good shape the rating is one 
half. 
The president of a middle west­ 
ern hank says that when real estate 
loan# are considered, painted buildings 
are always taken into consideration In 
making an estimate. 
The general ap­ 
pearance of the property surrounding 
the house and ham and also the fields 
and fences would he carefully observ­ 
ed. 
Fie further says that he has no 
hesitancy In saying that he would ab­ 
solutely refuse a loan on farms where 
the buildings were not kept up and 
well painted. 
In his judgment, un­ 
painted farm buildings would reduce 
the loan value at least 2.1 pet- cent. 
A Minnesota hanker say* that he Is 
much 
more 
willing 
to loan 
money 
where the building* jr e well painted. 
In .his particular case he believes thai 
he would loan 20 per cent, more til#ii 
if The buildings were not properly 
taken care of. 
A fanner who will 
keep his buildings painted takes a 
much deeper Interest .n Ills work than 
one who does hot. 
Another Minne­ 
sota hank says that well painted build 
lugs have rt'sultcd In securing from 
Iii* bank sometimes as high as 25 per 
<*ent. 
more money 
than 
where the 
buildings are not painted. 
An Ohio 
concern say* that It will loan 25 per 
cent, more money on a well kept farm 
where buildings are painted at least 
once every five years. 
A southern Illi­ 
nois F>»nk says that it has no fixed 
rule atrout this, but It does make a de­ 
cided difference when owners of farm 
lands apply for loans. 
If the buildings 
are well painted and thus well pre 
served the loan rate would not only 
he cheaper, but the amount of money 
borrowed would he larger. A northern 
Illinois hank does not hesitate to say 
that it would loan fully 50 per cent, 
more on a farm where buildings were 
well painted and In good order than 
where they were not. 
The vice presi­ 
dent, who answers the Inquiry, goes 
on to say: “There probably are many 
fanners good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remain 
unpainted, hut as a rule the most sub­ 
stantial people who live In the coun­ 
try keep their buildings well [tainted." 
An Iowa bank, through Its vie* pres­ 
ident, states that It would make a dif­ 
ference of at least 25 per cent. In fa­ 
vor of the farm with painted build­ 
ings. 
Another Iowa concern says that 
lf would make a difference of at least 
20 per cent. 
AH this being true, It I# perfectly 
evident that It is a good business prop­ 
osition to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. 
They not only look better 
and are more pleasing to the owner, 
but the farm would sell to better ad­ 
vantage, the loan value of the property 
would he greatly increased and the
